THe Examiner noted while this may be true, Kronenberger's front 
and rear parts both extend in a circumferential direction and in combination form a continuous loop. It was noted that 
the claims do not recite the ends ofrepective front and rear parts as being abutting or having a specific structural 
configuration. .
